1 . GB-A-2 302 092 discloses a powder coating composition for protecting metal 
substrates from corrosion, the composition comprises an organic film-forming 
binder (e.g. epoxy resins), a corrosion inhibitor comprising a calcium-modified 
silicate pigment (e.g. Shie!dex R ), optionally pigments such like aluminium bronze 
and further additives which may also considered as stabilising additives (e.g. 
aluminium silicate, silica, zinc oxide, magnesium oxide, etc.) (GB'092; abstract, 
page 4, last paragraph, page 5, 4. paragraph, pages 9 to 10). 

Thus, the powder coating composition known from GB'092 falls within the scope 
of the powder coating composition according to present claim 1 and, therefore, 
exhibits the same technical effect of inhibiting degradation of the metallic pigment 
even if this effect is not explicitly mentioned in GB'092. 

Therefore, independent claims 1 , 40 and 42 lack novelty (Art. 33 (2) PCT). 

Claims 2 to 39, 41 , 43 to 45 are sub-claims and, therefore, cannot establish 
novelty. 

2. WO 91/1 8951 discloses a powder coating composition comprising a film-forming 
component (a polymeric binder), metallic pigments (e.g. aluminium flakes) and 
one or more non-film-forming perfomance component(s) such like zinc or sand (= 
silica). The composition is electrostatically sprayed on steel or aluminium (see 
WO'951; claims 4, 9 and 10; page 7, last paragraph; pages 84 and 86). 

As silica and zinc are mentioned in the application as stabilising agents (see 
application, pages 5 and 9), the powder composition according to present claim 1 
is already known from WO'951 as well 
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Hence, present claims 1- 45 are not novel over the disclosure of WO'951 either 
(Art. 33 (2) PCT). 

3. The subject-matter of the claims is industrially applicable (Art. 33 (4) PCT).

1 . Claim 1 is not disclosed in a manner sufficiently clear and complete to be carried 
out by a person skilled in the art, because the stabilising agent is merely defined
